The  meeting  was  largely  occupied  in 
a  diaouaeton  upon  the  publication  of  tMfi 
State  laws  in  the  newspapers.  It  appear¬ 
ed  to  be  the  general  testimony  of  pub¬ 
lishers  that  dissatisfaction  was  prevalsnt, 
ecpecialiy  among  tha  country  newspaper 
reading  public,  because  laws  were  enact¬ 
ed  of  which  they  were  obligdS  to  re¬ 
main  in  ignorance  through  their  non* 
publication  in  the  papers,  to  which  they 
looked  for  the  information.  The  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  onpoaed  to  taking  any  ac¬ 
tion  which  wchld  seem  to  dictate  to  the 
Legislature,  i$  this  matter,  but  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  agreed  upon,  expressing  the 
opinion  that  the  State  “ought  to  author¬ 
ize  the  publication  of  the  laws  in  such 
papers  as  they  may  deem  advisable,”  in 
order  that  the  people  might  be  properly 
informed  as  to  what  laws  are  passed. 


Educational. 

Wa  take  pleasure  in  calling  the  alien  - 
lion  of  all/Our  citizens  who  are  interested 
in  educational  affairs  to  the  fact  that  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Essex  County  Teach¬ 
ers’  Association  will  be  held  one  day  and 
evening  during  the  first  week  of  Febru¬ 
ary.  This  Association  is  composed  of 
teachers  of  the  public  and  private 
■ohools,  and  also  of  other  friends  of  ed¬ 
ucation,  iu  Essex  County,  and  its  meet¬ 
ings  are  held  quarterly  iu  the  larger 
towns.  Its  sessions  are  occupied  with 
lectures  and  discussion  on  the  practical 
work  of  teaching  the  theories  of  educa¬ 
tion,  aud  also  on  tbo  relations  between 
parents  aud  teachers. 

Wo  are  very  clad  that  the  Trustees  of 
our  Public  School,  who  have  workod  so 
faithfully  ia  the  interests  of  a  thorough 
education  thus  far  this  year,  huve  laid 
parents  and  the  public  generally  under 
.  increased  obligation  to  them  by  inviting 
the  Association  tom$et  here.  We  learn 
that  iu  addition  to  the  ordinary  exercises 
relating  chiefly  to  the  interior  work  of  the 
school  room,  onoofthemo^t  distinguish¬ 
ed  educational  workers  in  the  country 
will  give  an  address  which  has  been  lis¬ 
tened  to  with  great  interest  by  large 
audiences  iu  Boston,  Chicago,  Balti¬ 
more  and  other  large  cities,  and  ennnot 
fail  to  gain  the  close  attention  of  the 
most  thoughtful  of  our  citizens.

The  bottom  has  fallen  out  of  the  “Mu¬ 
tual  Council"  which  being  arranged 
to  try  differences  between  Plymouth 
Cbnrch  and*Mrs.  Moultod.  The  lady 
declined  to  have  anything  further  to  do 
itb  tho  church  council  jrben  her  late 
bretbreu,  unwi!lmg  to  be  content  with 
naming  their  half  of  the  ohurches,  pro¬ 
tested  against  those  proposed  by  her.  It 
is  well,  perhaps,  that  the  wrangle  broke 
up  in  its  incipiency.  Now  that  this  last 
dunger  is  averted  of  having  the  dreaded 
bottom  facts  stirred  Bp  und  brought  to 
light,  why  not  let  poor  Plymouth  exist 
iu  peace  ?  There  is  a  disposition  ripen 
iog  among  the  other  Congregational 
churches  to  1st  Mr.  Beecher  and  his  peo¬ 
ple  navigate  their  own  canoe,  whiob  evi¬ 
dently  they  waul  to  do.  With  Mr. 
Beecher  at  the  helm  aud  Shearman  aloft, 
looking  out  for' breakers,  the  much  buf¬ 
feted  craft  ought  to  reach  calm  water, 
where  none  could  molest  or  make  afraid. 

Let  them  therefore  continue  in  fellow¬ 
ship  among  themselves,  forming  a  sort 
of  inutnflf~ffdmiration  society.

Franklin  District,  East  Orange. 

The  School  Truateeswnd  the  County 
Superintendent  are  severe*y  criticize^  for 
their  action  in  the  Newton  salary  mat¬ 
ter.  Sumo  weeks  ago  the  principal  of 
the  Public  School  in  tho  above  district 
was  removed  to  give  place  to  a  lower- 
priced  instructor,  the  people  at  the  time 
fiudiugjRueh  fault  with  the  change.  It 
transpired'  that  Mr.  Newton,  the  new 
teaeber,  had  Leeu  irregularly  employed, 
not  having  received  the  necessary  teach¬ 
er’s  certificate  of  examination.  He  was 
accordingly  removed,  but  succeeded  in 
diawiug  $90  salary,  the  Trustees  unlaw¬ 
fully  signing  a  warrant  ppon  the  Town 
Treasurer,  the  County  Superintendent 
countersigning  the  same.  Commenting 
npon  these  irregularities, the  East  Orange 
Gazette  says  :

The  Koad  Board. 

A  till  is  before  the  Legislature  to  re¬ 
peal  the  Road  Board  Act.  and  provide 
for  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Free¬ 
holders  to  take  their  pieces.  This  will 
hardly  meet  the  expectations  of  taxpay¬ 
ers.  Tbeir  object  in  bringing  pressure 
to  bear  at  the  last  election  was  to  do 
nwty  with  the  Road  Board  salaries.  The 
uewplan  seems  to  create  a  new  Road 
Board  Commission  within  tne  Freehold¬ 
ers,  a  sort  of  complicated  “wheel  within 
awheel."  The  simpleetand  most  econom¬ 
ical  way  out  of  tha  Road  Board  difficul¬ 
ty  is  to  continue  the  Commission  as  it 
exists  until  all  the  unfinished  work  is 
completed,  and  then  surrender  the  ave¬ 
nues  to  the  various  township  and  munic¬ 
ipal  authorities.  No  expense  will  then 
be  saddled  upon  the  county  for  salaries, 
ou  account  of  overseeing  theee  avenues. 
Each  city  and  township  rioold.  we  should 
think,  have  sufficient  pride  to  keep  the 
roads  passing  through  their  midst  in 
good  repair.

rations.  H#  is  also  on  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  CeiebiatioD,  end  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  ot>  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Mr.  Abbett  offered  a  resolution  which 
was  adopted, inquiring  into  tba  necessity 
of  two  Lunatic  Asylums  in  the  State  aud 
whether  it  is  advisable  to  sell  one  of  them, 
and  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
investigate  and  report  on  tho  propriety 
of  so  doing.  In  the  course  of  the  delate 
it  was  humorously  proposed  to  use  the 
new  Morristown  Asylum  as  a  State  Capi* 
tol  and  appropriate  the  Trenton  buildings 
for  the  insane. 

The  Senate  Finance  Committee  has 
made  an  important  report  on  taxation, 
which  is*likely  to  lead  to  the  creation  of 
a  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  whole 
State.  The  report  states  that  the  habit 
of  undervaluation  prevails  to  suoh  an  ex¬ 
tent  as  to  do  great  injustice  in  those 
eountise  where  the  assessors  make  their 
valuations  at  or  very  near  the  trae  value. 

ASSEMBLY. 

Bills  were  introduced  on  Monday 
uight  changing  the  boundary  line  be¬ 
tween  East  snd  Sooth  Orange  ;  by  Mr. 
Trapbagen,  to  repeal  the  Montclair  act 
relating  to  Road  Commissioners  ;  by 
Mr.  Howell*  iu  relation  to  Sheriff's  foes  ; 
to  constitute  the  30th  day  of  May  as  a 
legal  holiday,  to  be  knowu  os  “Decora¬ 
tion  Day."  Also  by  Mr.  Cross,  an  set 
concerning  Sheriffs,  providing  that  whan 
any  Sheriff  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office  shall  die  or  remove  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State,  or  other¬ 
wise  beoome  disabled  by  Jaw  to  execute 
the  office  of  Sheriff,  the  Coroner  of  the 
county  who  shall  have  received  the  great¬ 
est  number  of  votes  cost  for  any  one  per- 
son  for  the  office  of  Coroner  at  the  last 
general  election  previous  to  such  death, 
removal  or  other  disability  ns  aforesaid 
of  the  Sheriff,  shall  serve  snd  execute  all 
writs  and  process,  snd  execute  all  other 
duties  of  the  office  of  Sheriff  until  anoth¬ 
er  Sheriff  is  elected  and  qualified  to  sot, 
bonds  being  fixed  at  910,000. 

A  hill  has  been  introduced  to  suppress 
disorderly  conduct.  It  provides  that 
wnen  any  person  shall,  within  any  dwell¬ 
ing,  out-building  or  yard  or  enclosure, 
whether  drunk  or  not,  make  any  loud  or 
offensive  noise,  or  shall  so  conduct  him¬ 
self  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  cause  of  an¬ 
noyance  or  alarm  to  the  neighborhood, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  on  conviction  shall  be  puuishod  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

The  bill  introduced  by  a  Democratic

The  rolling  stock  was  im¬ 
mediately  re-sold  under  an  execution 
aud  bought  in  by  Mr.  E.  N.  Miller,  for 
97,600. 


rnnecessary  Steps. 

Madison  market  has  been  lowered  to 
the  street.  This  ia  a  tact— a  very  impor¬ 
tant  fact,  which  wo  should  have  announc¬ 
ed  last  week.  We  trust  Mr.  M.  will  now 
have  increased  patronage;  and  more  than 
all,  that  the  lowering  of  this  building  to 
the  street  grade  will  be  the  means  of 
bringing  the  sidewalk  above  down  to  its 
proper  place,  before  next  summer.  To 
allow  a  walk  to  remain  three  feet  above 
the  established  street  grade,  iu  a  village 
which  claims  to  belong  to  a  civilized 
community,  is  a  shameful  outrage  on  the 
public.  This  crazy  condition  of  tbiugs, 
right  in  the  heart  of  the  town,  has  exist¬ 
ed  now  nearly  three  years.  What  would 
be  thought  of  a  man  who  would  buUd 
his  bouse,  with  a  jog  of  several  feet  iu 
the  floor  of  a  room,  or  from  one  room 
to  another  ?  It  is  true  the  property  own¬ 
ers  will  be  hurt  by  lowering  the  walk, 
will  claim  damages,  which  they  ought  to 
get.  But  let  not  this  small  matter  of 
damages  earn  for  us,  among  new  comers, 
tha  title  oi  lunatics  or  barbarians. 


The  suit  of  Lyon  vs.  Murden  was  tried 
before  Justice  Coe  ou  Tuesday  lost.  W. 
K.  Williamson,  Esq.,  was  plain  tiffs  coun¬ 
sel,  aDd  P.  Weaver,  Esq.,  appeared  for 
defendant.
